"That the people of West Berkeley 
are thoroughly in earnest in the matter 
of bonding the town for the purpose of 
building a wharf was demonstrated last 
evening at the mass meeting held at 
the Beacon Engine House. 
Early in 
the evening the streets in the vicinity 
of the engine house were crowded with 
enthusiastic citizens, a large bonfire 
blazed t)n University avenue, and the 
firing of anvils added to the enthusiasm 


When the meeting was called to 
order there was but little debate, as 
every One alter hearing the report of 
the ^committee upon the cost of the 
wharf, made up their minds that 
$80,000 was the proper amount to 
ask for, and this motion was made by 
Trustee Durrell and seconded by Trus­ 
tee Hoff, showing that they are in full 
sympathy with the movent 
After the 
business had been transacted the peo­ 
ple formed in line and signed the peti­ 
tion, which is to be presented to the 
Trustees this evening, when it is hoped 
that immediate action will be taken by 
the Board to start this movement 
along, as every day of delay just keeps 
the progress of the town back just that 
much. 


The petition for bonds for the High 
and .grammar schools will also be pre­ 
sented this evening and immediate ac­ 
tion should be Uken upon it. The ma­ 
jority-of the people of Berkeley are in> 
favor of both of these projects and 
they are anxious to get them into shape 
and before the people. 


Lieutenant-Governor Millard passed 
away last evening at his home in Los 
Angeles.
